W. B. Scott, Law '12. Wounded 
at Front, Issues Clear-Cut 
Call to Duty. 



WE MUST BE PREPARED 



No Doubt That Allies Will Win 
But There is Big Job 
Ahead" of Us- 



A representative of the Daily yester- 
day interviewed Mr. W. 13. Scott, Law 
'12, who went to the front with the 
First Coiitingent, was wounded, losing 
the sight of his right eye. and who re- 
cently returned to Montreal discharg- 
ed from the service. 

"It is a year ago to-day," said Mr. 
Scott, "since our Battalion, the 
Twelfth, disembarked at Dovanport. I 
remember, as we marched through ine 
streets of the town on our way to the 
I ruin which was to take us to Salis- 
bury Plains, how the people lined the 
streets and gave us apples, cigarettes, 
chocolates, etc., and how the kiddies 
asked us for Canadian coins as sou- 
venirs." 

Mr. Scott, who served on the Stu- 
dents' Council for the year 1911-2, 
went with a draft from the 12th to 
the Fourteenth Battalion Royal .Mont- 
real Regiment shortly before the First 
CanndianDivislon went to the Front 
and was hit in the eye on March 11th, 
while looking through a pair of bin- 
oculars belonging to Stuart LcMcsur- 
ier, l„aw '12. The latter is also in 
Montreal now as he was wounded dur- 
ing the second battle of Ypres on April 
22nd. and it will be some lime before 
he is able to use his right hand, 
(•ermniiy Must lie llenteu. 

"How long do you think the war is 
going to last?" Mr. Scott was asked. 

"That is .something which I am sure 
I cannot tell you," he replied, "but 
it has got. to last until Germany is 
beaten, and there are as yet no signs 
ef that happening. There is no doubt 
that, the Allies will win, but there is a 
big job ahead of us. Germany and 
Austria together have one hundred 
and ten million people, and with the 
préparations they have made we can- 
not expect to get together an army 
that will defeat them in a short time." 

"I know it is hard for people who 
have not been out there to realize 
the whole situation, but the chaps who 
have been at the front know what 
sacrifices everyone will have to make 
in order that we may win." 

Would Take Canada. 

"Do you think that in the event of 
victory Germany would conquer and. 
hold Canada for colonization pur- 
poses'.'" 

"Unquestionably," replied Mr. Scott, 
"and God help Canada should the Ger- 
mans ever come here, as we, ourselves, 
could never drive them out. Neither 
could the United Stales were they to 
aid >is. Let us give them a concrete 
example:— Supposing Germany were 
to win, they would have the commane 
of the seas and all England's merchant 
marine shipping, amounting to eight 
or nine thousand vessels, would be at 
their disposal available for transporta- 
tion of an expeditionary force. They 
could come up the St. Lawrence River 
and very quickly push their way 
through as far as Toronto. Should the 
United States declare war they could 
use the St. Lawrence River as a 
boundary and dig a trench from say 
Toronto through to the Atlantic 
Ocean somewhere near Portland or 
Boston and hold all the territory* wlth- 
in those lines with the greatest of 
ease, and all the country within that 
area would become a second Belgium, 
or Poland." "That is not newspaper 
I'alk." he added, "that is the absolute 
truth, and everyone who has been to 
the front knows it." "With the ter- 
ritory above outlined as a base, the 
German armies could easily overrun 
the rest of Canada. Remember that 
ir (he Teutonic powers were to win 
they would have available an expedi- 
tionary force of Ibis nature about two 
millions of seasoned veterans, al- 
though a quarter of that number 
would be sufficient. There is no use 
for them to try to colonize the Etiro- 
pean countries because they are too 
densely populated. Canada is the great 
prize. Naturally the Germans are not 
advertising this, as it would furnish 
the best Inducement for enlisting. Pear 
In mind that In these days of modern 
transportation that Ihc Atlantic Ocean 
Is not a barrier but pathway for in- 
vasion." 

.Men Tiie Great Need. 

"Do you think any more men ate 
going to he needed?" the Dally rep- 
résentai ivo inquired. 

"Unquestionably," came tiie reply, 
"Kitchener has done wonders in rals-l 
Ing his new armies, but the wastage! 
In these forces must be replaced. They 
have the pick of the manhood of thei 
nation in these new armies. Do you 
know that any number of the regular 
line regiments have raised over twenty 
battalions, and. what is more, have 
kept (lie battalions at the front up to 
Strength, There are still some men 
left In England who could go, but the 
great bulk of the efficient manhood or 
the nation has Joined the colors or is 
In munition plants or manning the 
merchant marine. At one village I was 
staying at In Somerset last. June there 
were no able-bodied men in Ihc whole 
neighborhood. As for the Universities,

Hugh B. Griffith. Arts 14, and a 
former business manager or the Daily, 
writes the following letter to bis fam- 
ily : 

" I have nolcd your repeated re- 
quests for an opinion on conscription, 
but have not replied because It did not 
seem very important, and because my 
mind was not absolutely settled on 
this subject. Within the last week, 
however, events seem to have made 
Lord Kitchener and the present ad- 
ministration seem to, that conscrip- 
tion may he used, hut only as a last 
resort. As long as .ne voluntary sys- 
tem will supply us witli enough re- 
cruits, I think we all agree thai it Is 
the best. Further, 1 think that we 
should strain every nerve to see that 
its results arc satisfactory. But if it 
should fail, I should not fail to adopt 
compulsion. 1 believe most people 
agiec on this point. The point for de- 
bate is whether or not we have now 
reached that position. That question 
we cannot settle, because we arc not 
In possession of the facts, If the 
Government decides in favor of it, I 
have sufficient confidence In them to 
agree. The same line of reasoning ap- 
plies to Canada. We must maintain 
at full strength our army. I don't 
care how it is done, but it must be ac- 
complished. The recent, agitation 
started by Lord Noiilicliffe did more 
harm than good, because it obscured 
the real Issue and tended to make a 
party question out of a very serious 
question. 

"The mechanical transport men arcl 
quartered together in a loft over some ! 
oHIces. Wc have very plain surround- 
lugs, but manage to make ourselves 
comfortable. I was lucky enough to 
Inherit a mattress from one of the men 
who occupied the place before wc got 
hero, We have organized a mess, and 
each contributes two francs a week tor 
extras. This, with what wo get from 
the Government, permits us to reed 
very well. We generally read, write 
or play cards until eight o'clock, or 
soon after, when wo turn in and sleep 
until (i a.m. I fancy I must be getting 
fat, as the combination of plenty of 
food and sleep and but little work Is 
not a had one. 

"I would rather be in France than 
Belgium Tor two or three reasons. For 
one thing, the people here talk Flem- 
ish and not French. Also, I find, or 
rather imagine, Hint the French are 
more cordial to us than the Flemish. 
I may he wrong; perhaps it is their 
language ; it is half German, which 
gives me this linpresison. In France 
I found that as soon as we spoke ro 
the people in their own language thev 
became very anxious io do anything 
they could for you. Strangely enough, 
I found that I could understand them 
better and speak more clearly- than I 
could at home. There is a very ap- 
preciable difference between the 
French of Quebec and the French here. 

"Your news regarding Gerald Dirks 
is very good. It is a fine thing Tor him 
to do, and he will be very useful. I 
hope I get an opportunity to meet him. 

"Sunday, Oct. 10. 

"This letter has been a long time in 
the making. To-day I am at an ad- 
vanced station wailing for casualties 
to take hack to our base at the con- 
vent. We cnnie up at 7 a.m. and will 
be relieved at 7 p.m. I am in charge 
and have Leslie Roberts as second 
driver. So far w,e have taken down 
two men, both sick. The big guns 
have been a little busier lately, hut 
there have been no infantry actions 
for our fellows. A number of casual- 
lies were caused recently by the min- 
ing of a trench, but (hat is all, except 
Hie few that result from occasional 
shots, foolish actions, etc. 

"This morning I walked down 
through the trenches. First I had to 
walk two miles to a long communicat- 
ing trench. Then I came to the dug- 
outs where food, etc., Is prepared. 
About firteen minutes more brought 
me lo a maze of trenches and dugouts 
rights up to the riling line. 1 was 
rallier disappointed, for there was 
nothing to sco but walls of earth 
topped with sand hags. The men In 
the front line are about as same us 
any because It is too near the German 
lines to get their artillery fire. The 
one thing to remember Is not to look 
over the edge."

: especially in regard to the financial enterprises of the students. 
3 Splendid work has been done by this committee and its usefulness 
£ has been appreciated by the undergraduate body. 
\ Most of the activities enumerated above were set in motion 
j previous to the outbreak of the war. Since then the graduates 
Miave been busy in other branches of activity, although work in 

aid of the University has not in any way been neglected. 

The Society has tried, as a matter of course, by every means 

* in its power, slight though its means have been sometimes, to aid 
various organizations in their work of equipping soldiers of Can- 

; ada and of the Empire, and of supplying them with comforts both 1 
; in the trenches and in hospital. 

\ It has prepared and issued two pamphlets, "The War; its 
Cause and Problem"; both of which contained, in addition to the! 
principal subject-matter, suggestions as to various ways in which 
the whole Canadian population might take its part in bringing the 

.■-Iwav to a victorious conclusion. It has also had the privilege of 1 
-acting as the medium through which gifts (as, for example, Dr. 
Le Rossignol's generous gift of medals, for the benefit of the 

^. Universities Overseas Companies) might reach their intended 

^destinations; and it has issued several circulars dealing with mat-, 

r ^ters relating to the war. 

y.s L'y way of furthering its purpose to got into touch with every 
"-graduate of McGill University, the Society sent, last spring to 
r'every McGill gvnduate, a special illustrated number of the "McGiil 
I Daily," which dealt exclusively, and thoroughly, with all, the re- 
f 'cent activities of the University. It also included an historical 
_sketch of the Graduates' Society. This number elicited many ex- 

• pressions of approval from its recipients, but it involved too large 
an outlay to permit of frequent issues of so elaborate a character. 

However, the executive of the society has in view a plan 
which, it believes, will enable it to continue this work even more 
effectively than last year, although in a more modest fashion- 
Arrangements have been made with the McGill Daily for a 
special weekly issue which will contain a graduates' Department, 
specially edited with a view to giving graduates such items of 
University news as will appeal particularly to them. This is the 
first of these. Did the finances of the Society permit, the Weekly 
edition would be distributed gratuitously. In present circum- 
stances however, the best that can be done is to supply this edi- 
tion at the low price of $1.00 a year. 

In the announcement of this plan, which appears in another 
column, the question of joining the Graduates' Society is also 
touched upon. But this is done purely as a matter of convenience. 
It is unnecessary to say that there is no wish to "dun" graduates 
into joining. Many have done so lately (85 since June 1st— and 
from many distant parts of the world, including a few from China 
and Africa) ; and it is hoped that many more will promptly to so, 
■ both in their own interest and in that of the Society. It is not 
necessary to unite with the Society in order to subscribe to the 
"Daily" special edition— the two things are quite independent of 
each other. 



Following aboul one year's organiz- 
ing ;iinl planning, the contract was lei 
for Hid construction of I he McGii) 
Staudium in the early summer of 1014.

The financial arrangements wore 
made with the University to an agree- 
ment drawn up and passed (or ap- 
proval before the Governors, the Grad- 
uâtes' Society and the Students' Conn- 
ell. The is perhaps best explained by 
reproducing tho agreement, which 
reads as follows:

in That a committee of management 
be selected annually from Iho Gradu- 
ates' Stadium Committee, two of w hich 
should he appointed by Hie Governors 
of the University anil three by the 
Graduates' Society of McGIU Univer- 
sity upon nomination by the Gradu- 
âtes' Stadium Committee, The Stud- 
ents' Council should also nominate two 
representatives to attend Hie meetings 
of llils committee. 

(Kl All the revenues from the Stad- 
ium arising from activities directed by 
Ihe Students' Council shall be under 
the control or the Students' Council 
and ihe Controller of the Students'! 
Council, who shall lie appointed by the 



Committee of Management, and shall 
annually he distributed as follows: 

Firstly, In. payment of the interest 
upon the loan (interest upon any de- 
duction from Hie loan to he added to 
the sinking fund hereinafter provided 
fori, tf Hie revenues or tho Stadium 
wore insufficient, interest to ho met 
by Hie Graduates' Stadium Commit ice. 

Secondly. In payment of the cost of 
administration ami upkeep or ihe siad- 
ium and campus, if the revenues wore 
insufficient for ibis purpose, aflor al- 
lowing for interest, the balance should 
he paid from the students' athletic 
lees, viz., Iho $?> jier annum collected 
from each student for athletic pur- 
poses. 

Thirdly. Any balança over and above 
divided as follows: One-third towards 
these chin ges up to $7, nun should ho 
a sinking fund lor the retirement or 
the loan, and two-thirds lo the Stud- 
ents' Council ror athletic purposes. 
Anything over $7,500 should he allot- 
ted: One-third lo the Students' Coun- 
cil and two-thirds to create a special 
fund for the future development and 
extension of the properly. 

(hi On payment of Ihe capital cost 
this agreement shall terminate. 

(Extract from Constitution of the 
Students' Society ré powers of control- 
ler: "The controller shall he the cus- 
todian of all the funds of the Students' 
Society.") 

AND, WHEREAS, the Governors or 
iho University have accepted iho above 
mentioned proposal for tho construc- 
tion and management or the said Stad- 
ium and campus as above mentioned,

suit it is necessary to dwell and with some emphasis. When the 
reputation of McGill University is seriously endangered by the 
totally untrue statements of a ghastly publication called a city 
paper, it is time that some effort be made to counteract these 
statements by pointing out their true value. 

After their annual campaign, which this year took place al- 
most entirely in McGill grounds, and affected no one outside the 
grounds, the freshmen and sophomores last Friday, joined to- 
gether in mutual toleration of each other's shortcomings, and 
forming into a single line, marched out of the Stadium, down 
Oxenden Ave., east along Prince Arthur, down Park Ave. and 
Eleury to St. Catherine St-, where their most destructive act was 
to shatter the echoes with the college yell. Turning west, the line 
snaked along St. Catherine St. westwards, frightening one horse, 
embarrassing two policemen, and retarding several vehicles, till 
it reached Peel St., up which the whole marched ; the men then 
turned east along Sherbrooke, and after getting some good ad- 
vice from the President of the Students' Council, they marched 
to the front of the R. V. C. There tho McGill yell was given and 
the evil-smelling crowd broke up. 

Such is a fairly comprehensive account of the doings of the 
"two factions" last Friday. What does the yellow press say:— 

"Starting on the Campus the battle spread down into the 
city, the two factions fighting 'tooth and nail" all along St. Cath- 
erine street, and Bleury completely holding up all traffic. Back- 
wards and forwards the students raged, and many a pedestrian 
looking on received some of the ammunition intended for the 
boys." 

This paragraph may be a gem of journalism as the Star con- 
ceives that profession, but in reality it is a gross and deliberate 
misrepresentation of the facts. The sustained tone of riotousness 
is unlimited in its wrong and harmful suggestivenoss. No am- 
munition of any sort, was used during the whole parade, and the 
remaining mendacity of the passage is complete. 
» Such a piece of unfounded abuse demands an abject apology. 
If the Star can discover a grain of self-respect in its composition, 
it may perhaps, be able to ascend to this mode of reinstating it- 
self in small part to the position held by a responsible newspaper.

Regiment Will be Recruited Lite 
Famous Princess 
Patricias. s 



The Canadian Grenadier Guards, the 
special battalion of picked men Gen- 
eral Meighen is to raise for overseas 
service, begins Its acUve recruiting 
campaign on Saturday. It will be con- 
ducted on somewhat different lines 
from those adopted by other overseas 
regiments, for one of the essential fea- 
tures of the new regiment is that it is 
to be made up, as the Princess Patri- 
cias were, of good men who offer from 
anywhere in Canada. 

When General Meighen was author- 
ized to raise and cominaud the regi- 
ment, he was given permission to look 
for recruits anywhere iu Canada, with- 
out regard to the boundaries of mili- 
tary districts. This was, to some ex- 
tent, a compensation fur the extra bur- 
den which he himself had insisted the 
"Guards" would assume — the keeping 
up of a "Guards" standard in all re- 
cruits. 

No man is wanted iu the now regi- 
ment who Is not at least 5 feet a ins. 
in height and ins. around the chest. 
This does nut mean that shorter men 
there is a certain advantage iu having 
a regiment homogeneous In appear- 
ance as well as in make-up, nud a 
"Guards" regiment is traditionally one 
of big men. 

The "Guards" characteristics arc to 
be maintained in many other lines be- 
sides the physical standard of recruits. 
"Guards" discipline and drill will be 
scrupulously followed, and the regi- 
ment Is honored by permission to wear 
the "royal blue" shoulder straps on 
their khaki service uniforms, and to 
carry on them the reginieutal mono- 
grain and the grenade instead of the 
conventional regimental number. 

This battalion will have a special 
interest for McOill men if any of Ihcm 
are thinking of cnllsilug for overseas. 
General .Meighen, the officer com- 
manding the baltalion, is himself an 
old McGill graduate, being a member 
of the class of Arts, 'S9. Then there 
are five other officers connected with 
the new batialion who arc either grad- 
uates or undergraduates. .

all the students physically fit at Ox- 
ford and Cambridge have gone. The 
Bishop of London won't take candi- 
dates for the Church who are fit to go 
to the war. He says their duty is to 
enlist." 

Mr, Scott was askid if he had seen 
or heard of our Universities Compan- 
ies on the other side. 

"Yes. 1 spent a couple of days with 
a lot of my chums in the First Uni- 
versity Company shortly before I sail- 
ed. They were Just completing their 
final training and wore expected to go 
to the front any time. There were a 
lot of Canadian battalions at Shorn- 
cllffe at the time, but everyone was 
very favorably Impressed with the 
smart soldier-like bearing of the Uni- 
versities Company, both officers, non- 
commissioned officers and men. No 
Colonel could ask for better material 
for his battalion." 

The lMtty of Stndents. 

".N'ow there is one question," said 
Mr. Scott, "that I wish you to ask me, 
and it is this": "What do I think is the 
duly of the students who are still left 
at McGill to-day?" 

"You should all do something, whe- 
ther you are fit for overseas' service 
or nqt, If for nothing else for the sake 
of the example which you will be set- 
ling to other people. 1 know very weir 
that McGill. as the leading University 
of Canada, has done very well indeed, 
but we. have got to keep on doing well 
and continue doing well until the end 
of the war. Now, In saying this I am 
not voicing my own sentiments alone, 
hut the sentiments of nil the chaps 
who have been out there. One of the 
most frequent questions heard at the 
front is this' "I wonder what my friend 
Tom or Jack is doing?' Is not he com- 
ing a.long too?' In nine cast's out of 
ten, if a man Is attending college he 
Is not supporting anybody, and If he 
is physically, fit and not. supporting 
anybody his duty is to enlist and do 
his hit with the others. I know it is 
hard, but it would be a great deal 
harder to see the Germans doing to 
our women what they did in Belgium, 
and that is the only other alternative 
were Germany to win. My father is at 
the front and 1 have two brothers go- 
ing, one with the 87th and the other 
in the Flying Corps. The latter left 
an honor course at college to enlist, 
nnd I am not suggesting that any of 
you should do what I have not done 
myself." 

"Join Something." 

"I know that there are some who 
cannot possibly go just yet or who are 
not qualified for active service. To 
them I would say, join something, 
either the MeGill Bnltallon or one of 
the Militia Regiments here. Possibly 
It will take a certain amount of time 
from your studies, but still when your 
country Is at war studies ate not the 
most Important thing to consider, as 
a matter of fart not many students 
work at their studies more than four 
nights a week. At least they did not 
in my time. There is no need for col- 
lege activities at time like this and 
when college activities are dispensed 
with there Is lots of time both to drill 
and to study. A person may say, 'Well 
when I start soldiering I intend to go 
in for it entirely and not do anything 
else,' but you cannot, afford to consider 
your Inclinations in these days, and 
you must consider the example you. as 
University men and naturally leaders 
In the life of the nation, must set to 
everybody, and remember that you 
cannot know too much about soldier- 
ing these days In order to prove ef- 
ficient, and the best way is to go into 
the. ranks and learn the Job from the 
ground up. I am not In the C. O. T. C. 
myself, nor have I anything to do with 
it. but I simply tell you as one .McGill 
man to another Hint those of you who 
are physically fit should enlist for over- 
seas' service. Those of you who arc 
physically unfit to do so should cer- 
tainly Join the militia or the McGill 
Battalion and show where your spirit 
is. It is no credit to any student dur- 
ing the war to say that he got high 
marks simply by neglecting to take 
any steps towards making himself ef- 
ficient as a soldier, and when the war 
is over I should think he would feel 
pretty small when the other fellows 
come hack." 

The nankn Itcsl Place, 
"Another thing, 'don't knock.' Noth- 
ing is perfect. What has been accom- 
plished since the war began, consider- 
ing our unpreparedncss, has been 
wonderful, but It has only been won- 
derful because so many people have 
made sacrifices. McGill has done well 
so far. LM her do still better by 
everyone turning to and doing his bit 
In some manner, shape or form." So 
many people want to go to the war as 
Generals," concluded Mr. Scott, "but 
take my advice and don't. You are 
much better off with a good bunch of 
fellows as a private" 

"Now. I have not given you this in- 
terview Just for the sake of seeing 
myself In print, but simply because I 
thought that possibly the opinions 
which I have expressed, and which are 
the opinions of all those who have 
been out there, might do something to 
brine the matter home to each one of 
you." 

"I think after getting me to do all 
this talking you owe me a cigarette."

The Universities Companies are now 
known throughout Canada.

Authority has been asked to raise, 
equip and train a fifth Universities 
company. Recruits are examined lo- 
cally by an army. medical officer; the 
oath is administered by the nearest | 
tnngls! rate, aud transportation to 
Montreal Is forwarded promptly on ap- 
plication to Captain A. S. Eve, 381! 
Sherbrooke street west, Montreal. It 
is quite useless for men to come to 
Montreal unless they are physically 
fit and can pass the eyesight test with- 
out glasses. Flat feet and oilier dis- 
abilities cause rejection at a strict ex- 
amination on arrival Iu Montreal. 

The popularity of these companies Is 
that, they go forward to reinforce a 
regiment which has quickly acquired 
fame, the Princess Patricia's Canadian 
Light Infantry. Also men have hither- 
to been trained rapidly and sent over- 
seas quickly, so that the step from re- 
cruiting to work at the front, is per- 
haps more rapid than by any other 
means. On this account several men 
have resigned their commissions else- 
where to Join Ihe companies as pri- 
vates. There is a good chance of get- 
ting a commission on arrival in Eng- 
land for the picked men of the com- 
pany. In addition to their merits, 
those who Join find congenial com- 
radeship amidst men of similar tastes.

The University indoor athleUc activ- 
ities for the session 1015-16 are to 
commence to-morrow afternoon at 5.1D 
in the gymnasium of the Central Y.M. 
C.A., Drummoud street. 

The regular gymnasium classes are 
to start at that time, and it is expected 
that the capacity of the gym will be 
taxed to its utmost. These classes, 
conducted by the department of physi- 
cal education of the University, are 
open anil freo to all students. In 
order to obtain the privilege ticket for 
the Y.M.C.A. building, it is only ne- 
cessary to present the grounds ticket 
at Ihe Y.M.C.A. desk, where the ticket 
that admits to the. classes will be ob- 
tained. 

As has been customary in the past, 
Ihe classes will be of such a nature as 
to ensure the greatest possible advan- 
tages to be derived from the time de- 
voted to exercise, whether it. be one, 
two, three or more hours per week. 

A large number of first-year stud- 
ents have chosen the gymnasium as 
the activity they are to pursue this 
year. It is compulsory that all first- 
year students shall lake some form of 
regular physical exercise throughout 
the session. The student's choice was 
Secured when being medically exam- 
ined, and two periods a week are de- 
manded of him in the activity which 
lie has chosen. A complete list of the 
activities nnd choices that have been 
made will be published shortly. Com- 
pulsory attendance of those, choosiug 
gymnasium work will not be demand- 
ed until next week, when all the ex- 
aminations will have been conducted. 
It is strongly recommended, however, 
that all these men nttend the gym. to- 
morrow and the other class days this 
week In order to familiarize them- 
selves with the conditions.

Graduates' Stadium Committee, do

of our own private moneys, to the ex- 
tent or and in proportion to flic 
amounts set opposite our respective 
names, provided that ihe liability un- 
der this agreement shall be personal 
and shall cease upon Ihe death of the 
guarantor,

The work was well tinder way when 
the war broke out, and for n time the 
question of slopping the work was ser- 
iously debated, but after taking every- 
thing into consideration, it was decid- 
ed to finish the work at least to a 
poinl where the field, track and stand 
could be used.

It Is hoped that any graduates from 
outside the c ity who wish to add their 
names will, upon reading I h is article, 
conimutdcaie w ith the secretary of Hie 
Graduate Society, slating their wishes. 

The Stadium has already been ex- 
tensively used in spite of the complete 
abandonment «t intercollegiate ath- 
letics. There have already been two 
large meets, namely, the university 
and the field day of the McGill Auxil- 
iary Battalion. Besides this, in view 
of Ihe fact, that the old campus, having 
been practically turned over as a mili- 
tary training ground, Is temporarily 



unsuitable for practices and small 
games, the committee ot management 
have turned the stadium over for the 
fullest use by the students.
